Alderman MeJonis if of the opinion 
that it would be folly to go ahead with 
the construction of a plant for the 
manufacture of artificial gas until the 
prospects, (whieh he considers very

“During the past week,” said he, 
in conversation wilh the Capital this 
morning, “I have taken the matter up 
with DB, B. Dowling, head or the Do- 
minion geological survey, and he tells 
me that, 20 miles east of Tofield, at 
a depth of from 2,000 to 2,5000 feet, 
lies the same strata as that from which 
the iow Island supply is derived.

WRITES THE GAME 


Says Langford Can Beat Johnson—Johnson Never a Real 
_Champion—Gossip of the Ring for Fifteen Years 
Past—Picks Champions in All Divisions 


(By Battling Nelson.) 
Former Lightweight Champion of the 

World and Gne of the Groatest 

Fighters That Ever Stepped Inside 

a Ring. 

Just now the boxing game is come 
ing in for a great deal of criticism in 
almost every section of the country, 
There are a graat many people who 
believe that the sport should be 
abolished entirely. This should not 
be so, for boxing when properly coa- 
ducted, is the greatest athletic sport 
in the world. 

The trouble with the game is the 
fact that all boxers, managers anc 
promoters are not honest, The better 
element is making drastic etorts lo 
drive out the crooks and the hoodlums, 
but they have not yet completed their 
task, 

Some reformers would limit — the 
number of rounds and do away with 
giving decisions, The first idea has 
some good and some bad points to it. 
Personally I believe in flnish) fights, 
Rul, if we are to save the sport we 
must have plenty of six, eight and ten 


ish enough to overlook the chance for} round bouts. 


When a title is at stake, however, I 
believe in the man fighting to a fish, 
where the man with the most strenath, 
skill and all-round ability is certain to 
come out on top. 

A large majority of people have the 
Impression that the man with the mivst 
brute strength is sure to win out in a 
finish flight, This is not so. If a 
flehter has not a good knowledge of 
self-defense and is fighting a clever 
man, he will be riddled to pieees and 
forced to go down for the count be 
fore many rounds have been complet- 
ed even though he may be one of the 
toughest. serappers in the world, 

Four and five years age there were 
a great many more high-class pugil- 
ists than now, You can almost count 
the present day stars on the fingers 6 
your hands, The second-ralers num- 
ber about thirty, while there are about 
300 third raters, who pick np a dollar 
here and there showing at midnight 
clubs. : 

Jack Johnson appears to have a lit- 
tle on every while and black heavy- 
weight in the country. The white 
heavies are a poor lot and = most of 
them wouldn't have had a chance of 
gaining a livelihood if they had been 
in the game ten years ago, Some of 
thom have weight and bulging mus- 
cles, but that is about all. A heavy- 
weight who can't hif, stand punish- 
ment, can't gel around the ring with 
some pretense at speed, is not worth 
the name, 

There are a great many people who 
believe that Sam Langford will sore 
day defeat Johnson. If Johnson and 
Longford were to meet tomorrow 7 
would place my money on the Galwes- 
ton black, but if the mecting comes 
oi in a year or two, it may be a ait 
ferent thing, 

Ever since Jack won the fleht at 
Reno, he has been touring the world 
and living like a prince. Nothing has 
been too good for him, This kind of 
dissipation is sure to tell on acman's 
constitution. after a while. Tt is more 
so true of a boxer, whe must take 
some hard beatings, than it is of a 
person in some other walk of life. 

At his best, Johnson isn't much of a 
Champion. We has never decisively 
defeated a man who has amounted to 
anything. His victory over Jeffries 
was a task which could have heen ac- 
complished by almost a -dozen men. 
And what glory can Jack claim — by 
defeating Tommy Burns, never a first+ 
Class man? None at all. Burns elaim- 
ed the heavyweight tittle when there 
was hardly aman in the class ieee | 
of mention, 

The light heavyweight tille rleute| 
| fully belongs to Langford, Sam has’ 
licked every man of his weight iu the 
world and has also gone out of his 
class and administered sound thrash- 
ings to about every heavywoleht wlio 
would agree to meet him. 

Jack O'Brieu Was the last challenger 


that Sammy sent to Slumberland, In 
his day, O'Brien was a great boxer, 
bul he never was much of a hitter. 

The muddle in the middleweight di- 
vision is the greatest in years. There 
is not a man in the class that looks 
like a real champion. Papke's show- 
ing against Sailor Burke in New York 
was a miserable affair, Billy fas gone 
to pieces. One day he tlghts Ike a 
world beater, while in his next bout 
he boxes like a “cheese champion, 

Frank Klaus {s a promising youngs- 
ter, but lacks finish. “Cyclone John- 
ny”? Thompson is practically all in and 
Will never become any better, Bob 
Moha has been coming fast during the 
past year and is likely to upset the 
wise men before long. 

In the iightweight class we have a 
funny champion, His name, is Adolph 
Wolgast, and he comes from Cadillac, 
Michigan, Wolgast is telling his farm 
hands what a great man Ad, Wolgast 
is. His head is swelled to such an 
extent that he cannot look out of the 
window without hitting the sash,

Giang made and lost a fortune dur- 
ing his connection with the ring, When 
the “white plague’ claimed Gans, 
there was more than one boxer who 
had met him in the ring who said to 
himself: “We have lost one of the 
most scientife men in the world and 
nu oman who wouldn't pull off a dirty 
trick in order to win,” 

Gans came in for a great deal of 
crilicism on account of the several 
fake flehts in which he was one of the 
priucipals. But Joe cannot be blamed 
for this allogether, asthe was sur- 
rounded by a buneh of money. sharks 
who snared him in carefully placed 
traps,
